Index a description of Senator Fred 
Dangberg's ranch in Carson Volley, 16 
miles south of Carson, which is one oi 
the largest in Douglas county. The 
contributor says: "There is in one body 
of his land fourteen hundred aorea, and 
he has this year harvested five hundred 
tons of grain, including seventy-five 
tons of wheat. 
Returns from a carload 


manufactured into flour at H. H. Beck 
& Co.'s mill in Bono grre a yield of 
sixty-three pounds and a fraction over 
to one hundred pounds of wheat. 
Mr. 


George Hyde from Iowa, says the yield 
from wheat in that State is thirty-four 
pounds of flour from sixty pounds of 
wheat. If our figuring^ is correct the 
Nevada yield is / one-fifteenth greater. 
Mr. Daugberg has cut at least one thou- 
sand tons of Lay this year. A new 
granary is being rapidly pushed toward 
completion and when finished he will 
huye ample storage capacity for one 
thousand tons of grain. Ho employs 
from thirty to forty men. 
We yester- 


day saw twelve men at one time shin- 
gling onjone side of the new granary. 
Across his ranch for a mile to a mile 
and a half each run tha East and We st 
Forks of Carson river 
In the use of 


this stream he has the most extensive 
and complete system of irrigation that 
we have seen. It includes a great many 
miles of ditches, and a reservoir of 
eighty acres in extent. Host of his 
land has been cleared -and reclaimed 
from willows and sage-brush. 
Other 


portions that at first would seem worth- 
less alkali desert, by flooding when the 
river is muddy has received a deposit of 
sediment that has mads it suitable for 
cultivation. 
For the first mouth iu 


Spring it takes the entire attention of 
twelve men to irrigate the land, and for 
several months thereafter, or during the 
Summer, six men are employed in that 
work. 
Mr. Dangberg, as our readers 


are aware, has just been elected a Stats 
Senator from Douglas county by & hand- 
some majority. 
He has a luxuriant 


home, where himself aud wife are hos- 
pitable and generous, and look well to 
the care of their four interesting chil- 
dren, the eldest, a boy of sixteen, being 
daily expected home from school at 
Oakland. 
Mr. Dangberg built a house 


near his pieseut lesidenoe in 1857, which 
has been destroyed by fire. He came to 
the State in 18E3. 
A more stirring bus- 


iness man, and one who seems more 
ubiquitous, it has not been our fortune 
t9 meet. 
It has been our endeavor in 


the above to write a few modest state- 
ments of fact, \vell knowing that any 
overestimates, or incorrect statements 
iu that direction, would be displeasing 
to the worthy man whom they con- 
cern."
